
   DETAILS: 
 

Below are the direction cosines of three proton array detectors and their projections onto 
the central Z axis of the DVCS.  A negative Z is upstream.  Values are in millimeters and 
decimal degrees.  Note that the Z axis of the DVCS, defined by the side plane of the 5th 
column, 5th row crystal, is 15.07mm to the beam left of the detector assembly.
